SALES CLIMBING 
IN KANSAS CITY 


- Reports Show Buying 


Throngs Visiting 
Dealers 


By H. H. JAMES 
ANSAS CITY, Feb. 1.—There 
is more genuine enthusiasm to 
the square foot in the motor show 
rooms of Kansas City than ever 
has been known in January in the 
history of the automobile business, 
if the statements and actions of 


dealers are to be taken at face 
value. 


In fact, there could be a good 
discount made and still have the 
same result, for virtually every 
dealer is very much elated over sales 
and prospects. 

The new models and the price re- 
ductions apparently have turned 
January into May in point of sales. 
The dealers of Kansas City are ac- 
customed to a slow business in Jan- 
uary and the first part of February, 
most prospects preferring to put off 
buying until after the local auto- 


mobile show, held about the middle | 


of February. But the program is 

changed this year. Apparently no 

one is waiting for the automobile 
show, which starts this year on 

February 11, but is buying now. 

“Never in the fifteen years we 
have been in business has the pub- 
lic shown as much interest in cars 
in January as it is now.” said 

John R. Cunningham, sales man- 

ager of the Hudson-Brace Motor 

Company, Hudson-Essex distributor. 

“But the interest does not stop at 

looking. The people who are coming 
| to our showrooms in droves are buy- 
| ing. Our January sales so far are 
#00 per cent. ahead of anything we 

ve experienced in years past in 
this month. We have had eight 
{| salesmen on the floor, day and eve- 

nings, to handle the crowds where 
, ordinarily we have only two. In the 
| first week after the new models were 
announced, with the price reduc- 
tions, between 5,000 and 6,000 per- 
sons visited ou showrooms. And in 
that week we obtained more live 
prospects than we usually obtain 
from store visitors in six months.” 

The crowds that have visited 
the showrooms of the Butler 
Motor Company, Dodge Brothers 
distributor, have been almost as 
great as those described by Mr. 
Cunningham. The new Victory 
Six has been creating wide in- 
terest here and the company re- 
ports sales as 100 per cent. over 
any previous January. The night 
of the announcement of the Vic- 
tory Six over the radio the Butler 
company held a radio party at the 
store, invitations being sent out to 
a list of friends and prospects. 
The first showing was made of 
the new line following the pro- 
gram. 

The Chevrolet dealers of Kansas 
City, also have been “rushed to 
death” with visitors and buyers. 
W. J. Sullivan, manager of the 15th 
Street store of the Dahl-Chevrolet 
Company, says the interest in the 
new Chevrolet is little short of re- 
markable. The Dahl company at 
its two stores here sold between 300 
and 400 new cars in the first ten 
days after the new line was an- 
nounced. All Chevrolet dealers have 
been setting new sales records for 
January. 

J. D. McInnes, Jr., sales manager 
for Noel V. Wood, Oakland-Pontiac 
distributor, says the new Pontiac 
showing has been something like a 
motor show in itself. “We have had 
fifteen salesmen busy day and night 
looking after the crowds that have 
visited our store and calling on pros- 
pects. Sales have keen remark- 
able. We set a goal of a 300-car 
' gncrease in 1928 over 1927, and it 
looks now like we would overshoot 
our own mark.” 

R. P. Rice, president of the R. P. 
Rice Moter Company, Chrysler dis- 
tributor, says January so far has 
been the best January in his experi- 
ence in the motor car business. “We 
are delivering from one to four cars 
every day,” Mr. Rice said. “And this 
is on top of an exceptionally good 
fall and winter business.

at the 
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Wider Highways a Need 


N a recent statement J. Borton Weeks, president of the 
Keystone Automobile Club, calls attention to a condi- 
tion in our highway development that must be given serious 
consideration during the next few years. “Traffic,” says 
Mr. Weeks, “must be dealt with in terms of lanes. A traf- 
fic lane should be ten feet wide to allow safe clearance 
between vehicles moving rapidly past each other in the 
same or opposite. direction. This means that our primary 
highways, the main trunk lines leading from one great cen- 
ter of population to another, should have a width of either 
twenty, thirty or forty feet, depending upon the volume of 
traffic, or even greater width consisting of units or lanes 
each ten feet wide. 

“Provision should be made now by the legisla- 
tures of the various states for the ultimate widening 
of trunk lines. Ultimate lines should now be estab- 
lished, so that expensive buildings will not be built 
beyond them. In this way eventual widening can be 
accomplished with comparatively small expenditure 
in purchasing the necessary land.” 

This latter suggestion is extremely practical. Finances 
will not allow a universal widening of all highways which 
need it at the present time. By providing an ultimate width 
and preventing building within that area, we can save our- 
selves a great deal of needless expense later on, when the 
actual widening can be accomplished. It is the old axiom 
of the stitch in time that saves nine. 


Bonuses for Bus Drivers 


—c systems have been used successfully in many 
branches of the automotive industry. The idea of 


giving employees an incentive for hard and efficient work 
is sound in principle and has proved practical in many 
cases. 

Now comes a bus operating company in Ken- 
tucky which has evolved a bonus system for its 
drivers. This organization does not pay its men a 
straight salary, but pays on the basis of the number of 
miles traveled and the number of passengers carried. 
The rate of payment per mile is based on the amount 
of the fares received in a day. In other words, the 
rate per mile is governed by the cents per mile earned 
by the bus in a day. If the bus earns 35 cents per mile 
in a day, the driver receives 3' cents per mile, or 10 
per cent. of the gross. 

In discussing the effect of the system on the men, the 
president of the organization says that this method of pay- 
ment has proved a strong incentive to the driver to boost 
business and initiate new business. It improves the service 
because it is to the driver’s interest to increase his patron- 
age in every possible way. He has an incentive to courtesy 
and efficiency. The system gives the efficient driver a 
chance to get all he earns and saves the company from 
paying inefficient men more than they are really earning. 
It sounds logical.

The 4,000,000th car, which hap- 
pened to be a coach, was roiled off 
the assembly line at the Flint plant 
only 363 days after the completion 
of the 3,000,000th unit at the same 
factory. 

So brief an interval between the 
two marked cars reveals the ire- 
mendous volume of the company in 
1927—when it was the world’s 
largest maker of automobiles—and 
shows the rapidity with which new 
cars are being built to supply deal- 
ers everywhere with jobs for prompt 
delivery, W. S. Knudsen, Chevrolet’s 
president, points out. 


Production for 1927 exceeds the 
program of production set early in 
the year — a million units — by 
1,800. And the accelerated produc- 


tion this January over January a 
year ago made possible the build- 
ing of the 4,000,000th Chevrolet 
unit in two days less than a year 
after the 3,000,000th unit had been 
produced. 

The various dates in the history 
of the Chevrolet Motors Company 
on which the first and succeeding 
million-unit marks have been passed 
furnish a striking picture of the| 
rapid strides made in the manufac- | 
furing capacity of the organization | 
to leadership in the industry. } 

Following its organization, No-| 
vember 3, 1911, nearly twelve years | 
elapsed before the first millionth 
unit was produced. That achieve- 
ment was accomplished February 27 
1923. 

An interval of two years and five 
months followed between the first 
and the second millionth unit, 
which came off the lines July 10, 
1925. Between the second and the 
third millionth, there was a period 
of a year and six months, for unit 
No. 3,000,000 was ready to run Jan- 
uary 13, 1927. It took less than a 
year, as noted, to produce the four 
millionth unit. 

Little ceremony attended the ar- 
rival of No. 4,000,000. Mr. Knudsen, 
Cc. P. Barth, vice-president in charge 
of manufacturing, and C. E. Wether- 
ald, manager of the Flint plant, in- 
spected it and it went out to the 
loading dock for shipment. 

Less than ten seconds later, Unit 
No. 4,000,001 came off the line and 
production was continued, keeping 
step with the ceaseless activity that 
has been evident at all Chevrolet 
plants since the middle of Decem- 
ber, when the company went on 
the biggest production schedule it 
has never known, turning out the 
1928 line.
